LAWS OF ALABAMA 


ACTS OF THE CALLED SESSION 
No. L] AN ACT 

To regulate the collection of taxes, and to provide for 

the exchange and funding of Confederate States treas¬ 
ury notes. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- Tax collector not to 

resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly receive old issue after 

convened, That it shall not be lawful, after the first day 1 st of December, 

of December next, for any tax collector in this State to 
receive payment of taxes due to the State, Confederate 
States treasury notes bearing date prior to the 17 th day 
of February, 1864; and it shall be the duty of all tax 
collectors to pay into the State treasury, by the 15 th day 
of December next, the full amount of said Confederate 
States treasury notes in their hands at that date. No 
cedit shall be allowed for any payment made in said 

treasury notes after that date; Provided, that the tax Proviso 

collectors shall pay over to the State all collections by 

them, in the same kind of funds received, without ex- Pay over in

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the Governor be, Governor to exchange one

erate States of the issue prior to the 17 th February, 

1864, now or hereafter in the treasury of the State, un¬ 
der the provisions of an act of Congress, approved 14 th 
June, 1864, entitled, “An Act to amend an act entitled, 
an act to reduce the currency and to authorize a new is¬ 
sue of notes and bonds, approved 17 th February, 1864,” 
using first in such exchange the notes of the denomina¬ 
tion of one hundred dollars; Provided that the State 
and county treasurers shall receive treasury notes of the 
Confederate States, except one hundred dollars bills, 
from tax collectors, dates prior to the 17the February, 
1864, at sixty-six and two-third cents on the dollar, the 
bills of the denominations of less than five dollars shall 
be received at their nonnal value. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of the Governor, after making the exchange re¬ 
quired by the preceding section, should there remain 
on hand any notes of the old issue of the denomination 
of one hundred dollars, to fund the same, at his discre¬ 
tion, in six per cent, bonds or in four per cent, non-tax- 
able bonds of the Confederate States, under the provi¬ 
sions of the aforesaid act of the 14 th June, 1864. After 
exchanging and funding the old issue of treasury notes, 
as provided in this act, the remainder shall be paid out 
of the treasury as currency, at the value fixed by law, 
being two-thirds of the nominal value of said notes, or 
exchanged for the new issue as soon as the same can be 
effected. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That the provisions of 
this act regulating the collecting of taxes due the State, 
shall also supply to taxes due the several counties of this 
State; and it shall be the duty of tax collectors to pay 
into the county treasury of their respective counties by 
the 5 th of December next, the full amount of the old is¬ 
sue of treasury notes which may be in their hands at 
that date; that the Secretary of State notify the several 
tax collectors of this State of the passage of this act, 
and that the Governor be requested to have this act pub¬ 
lished in every newspaper in the State one time.

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No. 2.] AN ACT 

Making an appropriation to aid indigent families of 

soldiers in the military service from the State of 

Alabama. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the sum of two millions of dollars be, and 
the same is hereby appropriated to aid in the support of 
the indigent families of soldiers, who are now in, or may 
hereafter enter the military service of the Confederate 
States, from the State of Alabama, or who may now or 
hereafter be in the military service of this State, to be 
distributed in the month of November next, under the 
provisions of the laws now in force ; Provided, that the 
provisions of this act shall be extended to the indigent 
families of soldiers, who have entered the service as sub- 
of deceased soliders, and of discharged soldiers who are 
incapacitated for physical labor on account of wounds 
received, or permanent diseases contracted in the service, 
shall behind are hereby made beneficiaries under this act; 
and provided further, that there shall be no discrimination 
against the indigent families who work to support them¬ 
selves; but those who work shall have their full pro-rata 
share; and provided further, that as far as practicable, 
the courts of county commissioners of each county, shall 
apply the portion of said funds distributed to their re¬ 
spective counties, to the purchase of supplies and pro¬ 
visions, for distribution among said indigent families; 
and when supplies and provisions cannot be purchased, 
then money may be distributed. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That if any Probate 
Judge, County Commissioner, or agent employed or en¬ 
gaged in carrying out the provisions of this act, or of any 
laws regulating the distribution and appropriation of the 
funds appropriated by this act, shall apply any of the 
funds so appropriated, or any article which may be pur¬ 
chased with said funds, to his own use, he shall be deemed 
guilty of embezzlement, and on conviction thereof, shall 
be punished as now provided by law for the offense of 
embezzlement; and if any agent or officer who may be 
entrusted with the distribution of the funds hereby 
appropriated, or with the distribution of articles pur- 
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chased with said funds, or with the distribution of salt, 
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cotton cards, or any other article, shall willfully fail to 
make an equal and impartial distribution of the same, he 
shall be subject to indictment therefore, and on convic¬ 
tion thereof, shall be fined in any sum the jury trying 
the case may assess. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That to supply any de-

to issue State Treasury notes, to supply said deficiency 
redeemable at the option of the State, either in Treasury 
notes of the Confederate States, or in bonds of the State, 
bearing a rate of interest not to exceed five per centum, 
per annum, renewable at the pleasure of the State, said 
bonds not having exceeding twenty years to run; Pro¬ 
vided, that the Treasury notes issued under this act, shall 
be received in payment of all public dues of this State; 
May sell oth and provided further, that if any bonds heretofore author- 

er 6 per cent ized to be sold by the Governor, remain unsold, he may 

bonds sell them if he thinks proper to do so, as well as the new 

bonds authorized to be sold by this act, to provide for 
any deficiency aforesaid ; and provided further, that the 
Interest in total interest to be paid on any bond that may be sold under

twelve months from the date of a ratification of a treaty 
of peace between the Confederate, or State Treasury 
notes, or current bank notes, at the option of the State. 
SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That when any part of

ary, 1864, except bills of a less denomination than five 
dollars. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That if any person or 
Penalty for persons shall forge or falsely alter any note, bond or 

forgery coupon issued by virtue of this act, or shall utter or at¬ 
tempt to pass any altered note, bond or coupon purport¬ 
ing to be issued in pursuance of this act, knowing such 
note, bond, or coupon to have been forged or altered, 
such person or persons shall be guilty of forgery in the 




first degree, and on conviction thereof shall suffer the 
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pains and penalties now affixed by law for forgery in the 
first degree. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That to carry this act 
into execution in the event the sale of State bonds or 
issue of Treasury notes should become necessary, the 
sum of one hundred thousand dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, be and the same is hereby appro¬ 
priated, and the Governor is hereby authorized to em¬ 
ploy all necessary assistants and means to accomplish 
the preparation and sale of the bonds authorized by this 
act to be sold, and the preparation and issue of the 
Treasury notes, authorized by this act to be issued.

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No. 3.] AN ACT 

To aid in arresting deserters and stragglers from the 

Army. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the Governor be, and he is hereby author¬ 
ized to tender to the President of the Confederate States 
the use of the county reserves in each county in this 
State, upon the terms hereinafter expressed, to be em¬ 
ployed in their respective counties as a provost guard 
in the arrest of all deserters and stragglers. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That whenever the Gov¬ 
ernor shall be satisfied that any county or beat command¬ 
ant of reserves shall fail or refuse, without sufficient ex¬ 
cues to be judged of by the Governor, to discharge the 
duties required of him by this act, he shall be and he is 
hereby authorized to remove said officer and appoint an¬ 
other in his place, and such officer so removed shall be 
enrolled in the second class militia and required to do 
service therein. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the county re¬ 
serves in each county shall forthwith be organized by 
the county commandants and held in readiness for the 
service herein required of them, and it shall be the duty 
of said county commandants to report to the Governor 
the number and condition of their several commands, 
and also the number and condition of arms and amount 
of ammunition on hand, and it shall be the duty of the 
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Governor, when in his opinion the public interests de¬ 
mand it, to supply as far as he is able to do so, any de¬ 
ficiency of arms and ammunition which may be report¬ 
ed by said commandants ; Provided, that any company 
battalion, or regiment of the first class militia now or¬ 
ganized may retain its present organization and be un¬ 
der the control and discretion of the Governor, and per¬ 
form any service required of this class by law. 

SEC. 4. Be it further enacted, That whenever any per¬ 
son, subject to service in the first class militia, shall fail 
or refuse to do the duty which may be required of him 
in accordance with the provisions of this act, it shall be 
the duty of the county commandant to whose command 
he may belong, immediately to report his name to the 
commandant of the second class militia; and such per¬ 
son without a good excuse, to be judged of by the county 
commandant of the first class with the right of ap¬ 
peal to the Governor, shall be enrolled in said second 
class and required to do duty therein. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That when the people 
fail to elect officers, the Governor shall appoint, which 
appointee shall be a resident of that county and belong 
to the class for which the appointment is made; Provi¬ 
ded, that the appointee of the Governor shall hold his 
office till the reserves are called into service and have 
elected their own commandant, which they are hereby 
authorized to do ; Provided further, that the county re¬ 
serves, while in actual service, be entitled to the same 
rations and pay as soldiers of the Confederate army. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That the county reserve 
force, hereinbefore provided for, shall be under the im¬ 
mediate command of the beat and county commandants 
of the first class militia, who shall only order them into 
actual duty when there may be a present necessity there¬ 
for to be judged of by the county commandants of said 
first class, or the Governor, and they shall be discharg¬ 
ed from duty as soon as that necessity shall cease to ex¬ 
ist; and nothing in this act shall be so construed as to 
authorize the appointment of Confederate States army 
officers to the command of such reserve force. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, That the first class mi¬ 
litia shall not be called out or used in any case except 
to repel invasions, enforce the conscription laws, sup¬ 
press insurrection, arrest deserters or stragglers, enforce 




the laws in their respective counties and do patrol duty 
as prescribed by this act, and other services as is here- 
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in provided for; Provided that the Governor may cause 

any portion of the militia of the first class, or all of the 

same, in their respective counties to be used to guard 

keep, and transfer prisoners captured either by the 

forces or authorities of this State or of the Confederate 

States, but shall not order them out of their counties. ants to report 

SEC. 8. Be it further enacted, That beat and county 
commandants of county reserves be and they are here¬ 
by required to report, through the Governor of this 
State, to the conscript bureau at Richmond, all ineffi¬ 
ciency or malpractice on the part of enrolling officers, 
their assistants, in their respective commands. 

SEC. 9. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty 
of the commandants of reserves in each beat to organize 
their respective commands into patrol squads of not less 
than four men to each squad, and cause such patrols to 
so patrol duty, within the limits of such beat at least 
once in each week, and such beat commandant shall re¬ 
port, under oath, at the end of each month, to the coun¬ 
ty commandants how he has discharged his duty as 
herein required of him. 

SEC. 10. Be it further enacted, If any beat command¬ 
ant fails to discharge the duties required of him by this 
act, without a sufficient excuse to be judged of by the 
county commandant, he shall be placed in the second 
class militia, and it shall be the duty of said county com¬ 
mandant to report such beat commandant to the county 
commandant of the second class, who shall enroll him in 
said second class. 

SEC. 11. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of the reserve in each beat faithfully to perform 
patrol duty as required by their beat commandant under 
this act, and any reserve who refuses or fails to dis¬ 
charge such duty without a sufficient excuse, to be ad¬ 
judged by such commandant, shall be reported by such 
commandant to the county commandant of the reserves 
who shall report him to the county commandant of the 
second class, who shall enroll such reserve in said se¬ 
cond class; Provided, that appeals by said beat com¬ 
mandant and reserves, from the action of such county 
commandant of reserves and beat commandant, placing 
him in the second class, may be taken to the Governor. 

SEC. 12. Be it further enacted, That all laws and parts 
of laws contravening the provisions of this act be, and 
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the same are hereby repealed.

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No. 4.] AN ACT 

To provide for the printing and distribution of the 

acts of the present extra session of the General 
Assembly. 

Duty of Sec- SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 

retary of State resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened That within five days after the adjournment 
of the present extraordinary session of the General As¬ 
sembly, it shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to 
deliver to the State Printers copies of all the acts passed 
Acts to be at said session to be printed stitched and trimmed in 

printed pamphlet form, at the earliest practicable moment, and 

delivered at the office of the Secretary of State. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That on the delivery to 
Copies to be him of the requisite number of copies of said acts, so 

mailed printed, stitched, and trimmed, it shall be the duty of the 

Secretary of State to transmit by mail, or some other ex- 
peditous and safe conveyance, to the Probate Judges of 
the respective counties of the State, the number of 
copies to which each county is now entitled under the 
law regulating the printing and distribution of the acts 
and journals of regular sessions of the Legislature. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That the printing of

session, for placing marginal notes and preparing an 
index for the same, and attending to the distribution 
thereof. 

SEC. 7. Be it further enacted, That fifteen hundred 
extra copies of the laws passed at the present session 
upon the subject of the military and the militia shall 
be printed at the same time and under the provisions of 
this act, eight hundred copies of which shall be delivered 
to the Adjutant General for his use and distribution in 
executing the law two hundred copies to be deposited 
in the office of the Secretary of State, and the balance 
shall be distributed by mail to the members of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly.

No. 5] AN ACT 

To fix the pay of the members of the General Assembly. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That until otherwise ordered by the General 
Assembly, the pay of the members of the General As¬ 
sembly shall be fifteen dollars per day, and the mileage 
fifty cents per mile. The President of the Senate the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, the Secretary 
of the Senate and principal Clerk of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives shall each receive twenty dollars per day. 

The assistant secretary of the Senate, the assistant clerks 
of the House and the engrossing clerks of the House and 
the door keepers of the Senate and House shall each 
receive fifteen dollars per day. This act shall take 
effect from and after the adjournment of the present 
session of the General Assembly.

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No. 6.] AN ACT 

To equalize the price of salt to the indigent families of 
soldiers in this State. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That all salt acquired in any manner by this 
State shall be distributed among the several counties of 
the State in proportion to the number of indigent fami¬ 
lies of soldiers in the same, reported to the office of the 
Quartermaster General by the respective Judges of Pro¬ 
bate, and the same shall be sold at a unifonn price in 
each county. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, That the Quartermaster 
General of Alabama shall at the expiration of each and 
every fiscal quarter determine and fix the price of salt 
by estimating the cost of production, sacking and trans¬ 
portation and incidental expenses, so that the State shall 
be reimbursed therefor, and shall direct sale thereof, to 
be made at the same price for the ensuing quarter in 
each and every county of the State.

No. 7.] AN ACT 

To prevent the oppression of the people of Alabama by 

the illegal execution of the Impressment laws of the 
Confederate States. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep 
The offense resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That any person or persons who shall seize or 
take possession of or be in any way concerned in seizing 
or taking possession of any property of any description 
belonging to any resident or citizen of this State, in pre¬ 
tended execution of the provisions of the impressment 
laws of the Confederate States of America, contrary to 
the provisions of said laws, shall be guilty of an offense, 
and on conviction shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary 
Penaltyfor not less than two years nor more than five years, or 

be fined in such sum and be imprisoned in the county 
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jail for such period as may be determined by the jury 
trying the case. 
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SEC. 2. Be it further enacted. That this act shall be 
specially given in charge to the grand juries by the 
Judges of the Circuit Courts of this State. 

SEC. 3. Be it further enacted, That this act shall be 
published in one of the newspapers published in the city 
of Montgomery for one month.

No. 8.] AN ACT 

For the relief of maimed indigent soldiers. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That the Governor be authorized to have fur¬ 
nished at the expense of the State, an artificial leg to 
every maimed indigent soldier of Alabama, who shall 
have lost or may hereafter loose a leg in the service of 
the country. 

SEC. 2. Be it further enacted, that the Governor be 
empowered to draw from the public treasury money suf¬ 
ficient to effect the above specified object at the most 
early period practicable.

No. 9.] AN ACT 

To amend section 1029 of the code of Alabama. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That section 1029 of the code of Alabama be 
so amended, that from and after the passage of this act 
any slave in the employ of, or impressed by the Con¬ 
federate authorities, and lodged in any jail of this State 
as a runaway, may be proved out by the oath of any 
lawful agent or overseer of the Government, having 
charge of, or control of such slave, and the officer before 
whom the proof is required to be made, shall not require 
the presence of the owner of said slave, if he sh all other¬ 
wise be satisfied of the correctness of the proof made.

To amend section 1169 of the Code of Alabama

For the relief of executors, administrators, guardians 
and trustees. 

Certificate or SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep- 

Bond how dis resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 

tributed convened, That whenever any executor, administrator, 
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guardian, or trustee, shall have deposited treasury notes 
of the Confederate States, belonging to the estate of 
which he is executor, administrator, guardian or trustee, 
for the purpose of the obtaining tour per cent, bonds of the 
Confederate States, under the act of Congress to reduce 
the currency, the certificates of the deposit, or the bonds 
when obtained, shall be distributable in the same way 
and proportion as the treasury notes themselves would 
be, and on settlement of the estate for which the certifi¬ 
cates or bonds were obtained, the certificates or bonds 
shall be paid to the parties entitles to them, or to the 
Probate Judge, or Register, as the case may require, and 
credited to the executor, administrator, guardian, or 
trustee making the settlement as money. 

SEC. 2. And be it further enacted, That whenever it 
shall be necessary to effect a divisions of any bonds or 
certificates belonging to any estate, among the parties 
interested in the estate, to sell such bonds or certificates, 
the same may be sold by order of court in the same 
way as other personal property is now allowed to be 
sold for division.

No. 13.] AN ACT 

Explanatory of an act to increase the fees of Judges of 
Probate and other officers. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Rep¬ 
resentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened, That nothing contained in an act entitled an 
act, to increase the fees of Judges of Probate, and other 
public offices of this State, approved December 7, 1863, 
shall be so construed, as to prevent the Commissioners 
Court from allowing to sheriffs, the fifty per cent 
increase on ex-officio services.

ADDRESS 

To Alabama soldiers who are absent without leave from the army, 

and Joint Resolution in relation thereto. 

The Senators and Representatives from your State in General 
Assembly convened, desire to address you in a few earnest words 
in behalf of your country: 

The noble armies commanded by Generals Lee and Hood stand 
like walls of fire between your homes and the enemy, Upon their 
success depends the security of our firesides the safety of our sanc¬ 
tuaries, the preservation of our liberties. The gentle women, the 
gray-headed men, the helpless children of our land look to them for 
deliverance from the invader. If they triumph, we are free; if they 
fail we are slaves. Will you share with them the honor of saving 
your country? If you return to your posts, those annies will be 
strong enough to drive the enemy from our borders; if you remain 
at home, all may be lost. 

Your absence from the front may impose upon the Government 
the necessity of filling your places with the old men and boys of the 
land. Will you thus force the sires and striplings of the country 
to fight your battles? We believe you will not, and we therefore 
urge, whatever may be the causes of your absence to return forth¬ 
with to the anny, and in doing so, we are authorized to assure you 
that you will be received with leniency and that in no case will the 
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extreme penalty of the law be enforced. We pledge the efforts of 
your Governor and Legislature to secure for all who voluntarily 
return, the forbearance and pardon of you commanders. 

1. Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the address to Ala¬ 
bama soldiers who are absent without leave from the army adopted 
by this General Assembly shall be signed on behalf of the two houses 
by the presiding officers thereof, and that the Governor cause said 
address so signed to be published in all the newspapers of this State.

doubts have been expressed by some of our public authorities in 
the military department as to the legality of said organizations, and 
owing to said doubts, it has become a question of some seriousness 
whether the said organization are entitled to pay for their services;

federate authorities to disband said organizations and subject them 
to conscription; and whereas, the said organizations are desirous of 
retaining their present organizations, therefore.

1. Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That this Legisla¬ 
ture in common with the whole body of the people of Alabama have 
heard with painful emotions of the death of Major General Robert 

E. Rhodes who after a short but illustrious career in which from May 
1861, from a Captain in the anny of the Confederate States, he rose 
to a Major Generalship, a commission won by gallantry on the field; 
has fallen where a brave soldier and noble patriot loves to die, in 
battle fighting got the rights of his fellow men and in defense of 
their homes. 

2. That while kn ow personally to but few in Alabama he has 
perpetuated a fame, united to the history of the times, which must 
be ever memorable for an endurance to privations and a resistance 
to outrages never sought by the civilized world to be before inflicted 
upon mankind. 

3. That thus connected with these events the name and achieve¬ 
ments of Major General Rodes will ever be a monument in Alabama, 
where her young men will gather the inspiration of liberty, and her 
old men weep a great warrior dead. 

4. That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded to the family of 
the deceased by his Excellency the Governor, who is respectfully 
requested to transmit the same.

JOINT RESOLUTIONS 
In relation to General Roddey and his command. 

1. Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the distin¬ 
guished services of General Roddey and his gallant command, ren¬ 
dered on many hard contested fields, but especially in defense of 
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our northern border, deserve alike the gratitude and applause of 
the people of the Confederate States, and particularly of the State 
of Alabama.

JOINT RESOLUTIONS 

In regard to procuring com for the indigent families of soldiers. 

1. Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That economy to 

the State and convenience to the indigent families of soldiers 
require that steps shall be take by the proper authorities for pro¬ 
curing from the Confederate Government the tithe corn in all 
counties remote from railroads or other public conveyance in which 
it will be needed for such families to the exclusion of all other pur¬ 
chasers in exchange for a like quantity to be purchased at points 
convenient to the railroads. 

2. Be it further resolved, That to effect this object the Governor 
of the State be requested to correspond with the proper authorities 

of the Confederate Government to the end this arrangement may 
be consummated as soon as the quantity of com needed for each 
county cap be ascertained. 

3. Be it further resolved, That any surplus of said corn on hand 
after the regular contribution should be sold to the families of sol¬ 
diers at the cost and charges of said corn,

JOINT RESOLUTIONS 

In relation to the second class Militia and State Reserves. 

1. WHEREAS, The impression prevails that the reserve and sec¬ 
ond class militia forces while actually discharging duty in the Con¬ 
federate service, are not supposed when sick and wounded, to be 
entitled to the rights of hospital accommodation and treatment; or 
to the privileges of furloughs home under the various laws of 
Congress and the orders of the Surgeon General of the Confederate 
States, and in as much, as these classes are composed of old men 
and boys, drawn from home at a season of the year, and taken to 
sections of the country where much disease prevails, and who have 
been and are now suffering greatly from sickness, and humanity as 
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well as the interests of the Government demand that there should 
ne no technical obstacles to their prompt and efficient relief, inter¬ 
posed, therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the Seriate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That his Excellency 

the Governor be respectfully requested to arrange immediately with 
the Surgeon General, or with the War Department, to have this 
class of soldiers, both with respect to hospital treatment and fur¬ 
loughs, put upon the same footing with Confederate troops proper. 

2. That it is ascertained that the letter or spirit of the law 
will not authorize those arrangements, then that his Excellency the 
Governor be and he is hereby authorized and required, to take such 
steps in the matter as will provide for the citizens of the State of 
Alabama, now in service, hereafter drawn into service, in defense 
of the State, when sick or wounded, all necessary hospital treat¬ 
ment, and all proper home furloughs.
